nothingness. 
Ail 
other 
satisfactions are second 
best 
and 
every man and woman who nas felt 
love knows that whatever ambition 
is gratified, great place attained no 
joy can touch the bliss of the joys 
of love. 
Perfect love is an ecstasy, the one 
taste of heaven upon this earth, and 
therefore it is seldom permit led to 
be enjoyed for very 
long. or 
we 
should be satisfied, and

for 
nothing beyond. 
Perfect love between the jinxes is 
the mating of the spirit, not only of 
the body and mind; it is a trinity in 
which the passionate fusion is equal 
upon the whole three planes.

th at wages should be reduced, as ex­ 
penses are still considerably above 
the 1914 figures and have not declin­ 
ed nearly as much as have farm val­ 
ues and produce prices. 
On the other hand, the laborers as­ 
sert they can scarcely exist on their 
preesnt wages, and that if the pro­ 
posed reduction to 25 shillings a 
week is insisted upon they will be 
close to the starvation line.

called for emergency relief m easures 
and the expenditure of mole,

by 
the

Red 
Cross during the fiscal year ended 
June 50. 
According to a statem ent 
based upon the forthcoming annual 
report of the Red Cross, these dis­ 
asters caused property damage esti­ 
mated at more than $30,000,000 and 
rendered more than 145,000 persons 
homeless or otherwise in need of 
assistance. In one section alone, the 
report states, on the Louisinna-Mis- 
sissippi border, the Red Cross fed 
daily for weeks more 
than 
35,600 
flood refugees. 
The greatest toll of life was taken 
by hurricane and tornado, while the 
overflowing of rivers, the breaking 
of dams and torrential rain storms 
drove the greatest number of people 
from their homes. 
Fire also played 
an important part in the chain of 
disasters which made insistent de­ 
mands for Red Cross relief workers. 
The year’s disasters repo:ted 
In­ 
cluded 26 floods, 19 tornadoes 
or

the Fascisti or extreme Nationalists, 
apparently is nearing the breaking 
point. 
The result which is confi­ 
dently predicted is the retirement 
of the Facta cabinet and formation 
of a ministry either composed ex­ 
clusively, or containing a preponder­ 
ating majority of Fascisti. 
Fascisti have become a formidable 
organization with 450.000 armed and 
drilled men, equipped with the most 
modern paraphernalia of war.
